The bill lays down speci­ 
fically what cleaning and ventilation 
mean, and any informed person could 
see at a glance whether the law had 
been complied with. 
This bill is in­ 
troduced not only to make cleaner 
railroad conditions hut also to make 
cleaner people. 


If those citizens

wish 
to 
see cleaner cars and better 
public 
health will let their voices be heard 


in letters to their legislators, 
might get what they want. 
they 


Citizen writes—“What would 
be 
the best thing the legislature could do 
for the health of the state?” 


Reply—I think the best thing the 
legislature could do for the health of 
the state would be to provide in every 
county and in every 
city 
of over 
20 thousand an expert health 
of­ 
ficer giving his entire time to 
the 
work. 
Such a man would he on the 
job day and night, directing and in­ 
structing the people what to do in 
order to tight 
disease. 
He 
would 
visit the shools and 
instruct 
the 
school children and require sanitary 
conditions in all the schools. 
He 
would address teachers and farmers 
institutes.

Rome, Jan. 27.(By Mail to New 
York)— The 
roads from Liege to 
Rome are rough and uncertain. They 
wind through forests and mountains 
through villages where questioning 
natives offer a helping hand to re­ 
fugee" and through oitios where the 
name of Belgium is a synonym for 
martydom. 


But if is when the roads to Rome 
leave the towns and the hamlets that 
one suffers. 
And that is 
all 
the 
story which can he drawn from Ant­ 
o in e tte Huen who. with her husband 
walked every step of the difficult 
way from the Eternal City, when the 
Germans took the town. 


Antoinette Huen is 
22 
and 
her 
husband, Antoine is 24. 
When they 
left Liege they carried hv turns in 
their arms a tiny Antoinette, 
who 
now lies buried beneath a road side 
cross near Turin. 


The little Antoinette died of star­ 
vation and today when Lady Rodd, 
wife of the British Ambassador to 
Italy, questioned Antoinette all she 
can say is that the French came too 
late to save Liege, 
that 
she 
is 
afraid of the Germans, that the road 
from Liege to Rome is very rough 
and hard to travel and that her baby 
was "O hungry and eold she died be­ 
fore they could reach Rome. 
The case of Antoinette and 
An­ 
toine is one which has elicited the 
immediate care of the wife of the 
English Ambassador, who has given 
the two dazed and half starved Bel­ 
gians a, haven in the Embassy in the 
servants quarters. 
If 
Antoinette 
can he a rouse«! from her state 
of 
dazed horror and desires 
to 
learn 
laundry work "he will he given em­ 
ployment here and Antoine will he 
engaged us a ga.rd.nep. 


1 lie arrival of these two exhaust­ 
ed Belgians in Rome is one of the 
peculiar psyehologieal stories of the 
war. 
Both peasants 
living 
near 
Liege they saw the siege, the attacks 
of the Germans and fled with their 
child. 
Some when* in Antoine's past 
there was &n Italian ancestor, 
lie 
had heard ot Rome. 
Perhaps some­ 
where in tlie horror dazed brains of 
this man and woman lurked 
the 
memory of that old saving “all loads 


lead to Rome” for with no tangible 
reason for making the long exhaust­ 
ing journey the two Belgian peas­ 
ants 
from 
Liege-—nothing 
could 
keep them from their destined goal— 
even death, the death of the baby 
they had struggled so hard to save, 
Could not swerve them from their 
course to Rome 
When the two arrived here they 
were taken to the Belgian minister. 
But the war had reduced that lega­ 
tion practically to a penniless condi­ 
tion. 
Minister Du Bois and 
his 
wife 
have seen their own 
home, 
their 
country estate, pictured 
in 
news­ 
papers in flames—all their belong­ 
ings have been lost 
in 
the 
war. 
Naturally the Rome legation of Bel­ 
gium is not the plaee for fugitives 
to receive financial help, -although 
they are given every assistance p o s ­ 
sible. 
It was Lady Rodd who tiis- 
covered a way to help the sufferers 
who made ono of the longest 
pil­ 
grimage on foot to Rome since the 
beginning of pilgrims 
seeking 
the 
Eternal city. 
From Antoine who, though dazed, 
is not in the same uncommunicative 
state as the young wife— Lady Rodd 
learned that be had tried to pick up 
odd jobs along the way in order to 
buy food, hut most of the time they 
had depended on charity. 
They had 
slept in barns and in the open fields. 
They did not think of 
their 
own 
comfort, hut it was the 
baby—the 
baby who died before 
they 
could 
reach the journey’s end. 
The fugitive Belgians tell to Italy 
in a small way the sorry story of de­ 
vested Belgium. 
But in the Eternal 
Uity the evidences of depleted Bel­ 
gium are shown in other 
manners. 
In one of the big hotels there is em­ 
ployed today—-a lady—the wife of 
a well known Belgian architect. The 
war has ruined them, the husband 
has died, and this gentlewoman, once 
a social favorite in Rome—is today 
a cook in a fashionable Roman hotel 
where formerly she was a gm*"t. 
And this woman who no 
longer 
seeks her old time friend- was one 
of the first to offer her earnings to 
help the pilgrims Antoine and Antoi­ 
nette who walked tyiat long, long 
road from Liege, the road 
which 
they kne\v was one of those tradi­ 
tion said leads to Rome.

and not of vindictive justice."

about the electric chair," said Mc- 
C'onnick.

stitution.
